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PREVENTION OF 

TYPHOID FEVER. 



Rules Telling How to Avoid the 
Fatal Disease lamed by the 
State Board ot Health. 



The State Board of he«Uh has 
issued a circular in regard to the 
prevention of typhoid fever. The 
fever season is now approaching, 
and the following rules have been 
prepared by Dr. J. M. Mathews, 
President, and Dr. J. N. McCor- 
tnack, Secretary : 

This Board again feels it to be 
a duty to call the earnest atten- 
tion of our heatth authorities and 
people to the increasing prevalence 
and mortality from typhoid fever 
and to the consequent growing mi 
po-tance of the constant use of the 
methods endorsed and confirmed 
by scientific researches and obser- 
vations for the prevention of the 
disease. 13,305 cases of this di 
sease and 1,571* deaths were re- 
ported in Kentucky last year, 
chiefly confined to people in the 
prime of life and usefulness. The 
cost of caring for those sick of it, 
to say nothing of the sorrow, suf- 
fering and loss of life, for tin 
year, is reported as being $963,750,

cholera and dysentery, the germs 
of the disease are contained only 
in the discharges from the bowels 
and kidneys of those tick of 
and that it is necessary for a pi 
son to swallow some of the d 
charges, or things polluted by 
them, in some way, in order to 
tract the disease. They usually 
gain entrance to the system through 
infected water from wells or 
streams draining inhabited areas, 
and polluted by infected fecal mat- 
ter, or such matter may be carried 
by Hies and deposited on {the food, 
utensils and hands in unscree 
kitchens and diningrooms. 
germs may also be carried on 
hands of careless attendants, or on 
■oiled clothing, or indirectly, by 
using milk or other articles of un- 
cooked food or drink from cans 
and vessels washed in infected 
water. Ice from infected water is 
also dangerous, as it has been 
proven that freezing does not k 
the germs. A large volume of 
of water may be infected from one 
ease, and, if already polluted with 
organic matter, becomes a ready 
culture fluid for the multiplicatu 
of the germs. In the now not 
. epidemic at Plvmouth, Pennsylv 
nia, involving the sickness of l,lu4 



pesions, and the death of 114, the 
outbreak was traoed' to the use of 
water from a stream infected by 
the discharges from one imported 
The recent disasterous 
epidemic at Ithaca, New York, 
causing many deaths, and requir- 
ig the suspension of Cornell Uni- 
versity, was traced to the use of a 
public water supply similarly in- 
fected. 

On the other hand, in the dis- 
tressing and fatal epidemic which 
clung to our military etimps at 
Chickamauga, Camp Mead, Mon- 
lauk Point and other places, dur- 
ing the Spanish-American war, 
flus were found to be the princi 
pal carriers of the disease by the 
United States Commission appoint 
ed to investigate the origin of the 
outbreaks. By the use ol white 
powder sprinkled over the dis- 
barges in the latrine*, thousand? 
of these pests were tracked direct 
from these and found covering thi 
food, hands and utensils in tin 
kitchen and mess rooms of the 
common soldiers. Cultures taken 
from the feet, legs, bills and in 
testines of these flies Bhowed the 
germs of tvphoid fever in coi 
less numbers. The kitchens and 
mess rooms of the officers were 
screened, and they almost uniform^ 
ly escaped the disease. Other 
facts no less convincing as to both 
water and flies being carriers of 
this disease might be multiplied 
indefinitely, if space permitted. It 
a smaller way, they must be com 
mon in the experience of most 
physicians in active practice. 

Based upon the teaching* of she 
foregoing facts, the following rules 
have been prepared with care for 
the guidance of all persons inter 
ested in their own and the public 
health : 

1. When it is known or 
pected that a person has typhoid 
fever he should be placed in a large, 
well ventilated room, with the win- 
dows and doors well screened, and 
such preparatiou should be madi 
from the first day for the thorough 
and systematic disinfection of all 
discharges from the bowels and 
kidneys as will protect other mem 
bcrs of the family, the attendants 
and the community. 

2. A solution of chloride of lime, 
eight ounces to the gallon of water 
should be provided in quantity, 
and a quart of this should be put 
in the bed pan or vessel each time 
before it receives the discharges 
and should be well spirred and al 
lowed to stand in the vessel a! 
least an hour before it is buried 
An equivalent solution of creolin 
or a thick whitewash made iron 
the fresh quicklime, may be used 
in the same way when the chloride

3. Soiled bed or body linen 
should remain in the chloride of 
lime solution for a hour and may 
then be safely put in the family 
wash. Soiled paper or clothes 
used about the patient should be 
immediately burned. Attend 
should wash the hands frequently 
and the lips, and rinse the mouth 
always before eating 
should partake of any food which 
baa stood in the sick room. All of 
these precautions should be er 
tinued until the recovery is co 
plete and until all diarrhoea fa 
ceased. 

in the sense commonly understood, 
and if the precautions above indi. 
cated are faithfully and inteil 
gently carried out, a case may be 
treated in any family or commi 
nity with perfect safety. If othe 
kave the disease, it will be becaui 
they were infected from the same 
source as the patient, or contract 
ed it elsewhere. The same pre 
cautions should be observed in 
dysentery and all other diarrhoea! 
diseases, including summer com- 
plaint in children. 

5. All well water and unflltered 
water from rivers draining inhabit- 
ed areas, where typhoid fever and 
diarrhoea! diseases are likely to 
occur at any time, and milk stored 
in cans or vessels washed in such 
water, should be looked upon as 
suspicious, and shou.d always be 
ooiled, before it is drunk by anyone 
not immune from typhoid fever. 
In the absence of a reliable, filter, 
ed, public water supply, carefully 
collected and properly stored cis- 
tern, water is the safest. 

6. The windows and doors of 
all dwellings houses, and especially 
of kitchen and dining room, should

As mosquitoes 
are now known to be the carrier* 
of malaria, the same precaution 
will protect from this poison also.

Pardoned From Life Term. 

Mayor Thomas A. Combs, of 
Lexington, carried to Frankfort a 
parole for Charles Wall, a prisoner 
under sentence for life. Wall was 
convicted and sent to prison in 
1900 as an accessory to murder. 

The crime was committed in 
Powell county. Wall with two 
other men, John Combs and a man 
named Barnett, were hired to kill 
John Rose, a brother-in-law of Jim 
Hall who agreed to pay $1,500 for 
the commission of the crime. Wall 
being conscience-stricken, warned 
Rose's tamily on same day the 
crime was committed, but too lata 
to prevent the crime. Upon the 
trial Jim Hall was acquitted, bub 
the three henchmen were convicted 
ar.d sentenced *or Ufa together 
with Goodloe Combs, who had em- 
ployed them. 

John Combs died in prison and 
Goodloe Combs and Barnett wera 
pardoned, leaving Wall alone to 
■utter for the crime. 

Not long ago a petition was pre- 
sented to the prison authorities by 
Mayor Combs in behalf of. Wall, 
signed by the wife of the murder- 
ed man and many of the leading 
citizens. 

Mayor Combe brought Wall to 
Lexington and started him to hia 
family in Virginia.

'1 he citizens who are legal voters 
in the territory alone can take tho 
initiative in the matter, and they 
determine the extent of termor.'/ 
or uuit to be effected by the piopo- 
sition, that is, whether it shall be> 
a whole county, a whole city or 
town, or merely one or more pre- 
cincts of the county, or city. This 
follows the requirement of the 
Constitution, which gives the right 
to the city or town as a whole, to 
allow or prohibit the liquor trailio 
within its limits. In view of tho 
language of section 61 of the Con- 
stitution, it is hot permitted to ths 
legislature to deny a town or city 
tbe right to vote on this subject aa 
a whole. Nor has the legislature 
attempted to deny or abridge the 
right.
